Cleaning of City Hall Opposed 
As Harmfal to Its Exterior 


VICE PRESIDENT DIES 
AS ARMY GETS WORD 
OF BOOTH INJUNCTION 


Lieut. Commissioner Haines 
Succumbs After His Attack in 
Council on One-Man Rule. | 





The 125-year-old City Hall of New 
York is one of the great archi- 
tectural monuments of the United 
States, and its exterior should not 
be sand-blasted or cleaned by any 
similar device, according to a let- 
ter sent by the Art Commission 
of the City of New York to 
Borough President Julius Miller. 

The letter, signed by President 
Robert W. de Forest, says that 
ten years ago the surface of the 
building was treated by a harden- 
ing process and paraffined, and 
that cleaning, even by soap and 
water, would reduce the efficacy 
of that treatment, and would un- 
cover former repairs which are 
not now conspicuous.

Ex-Kings Among Kindred. 


Inayatullah is understood to be;

reports say that Amanullah has been 
unnerved by the crisis through 
which he passed, but the value to 
be attached to these is also uncer- 
tain. In Kandahar both former 
Kings will be among their tribal and 
family kinsmen, and the peoples of 
Southern Afghanistan are generally | 
tregarded as among the most peaca- 
ble in the country. 

Very little is definitely known here 
of the newly installed Kabul ruler. 
He is generally reported to have 
been a water carrier, private soldier 
and highway robber. Nor is it cer- 
tain what tribe he belongs to. He 
issaid, on one hand, to be an Afghan 
Mohmand, which would make him a 
Pathan. On the other hand, he is 
said to be a Tajik, which indicates 
Persion rather than Afghan origin, 
and his victory is put forward as an 
argument in favor of this story.

‘CURES’ 


Federal Official Warns Country 
on Labels—One ‘Remedy’ Kills 
Couple in West Virginia. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 18.—Immedi- 
ate action will be taken under the 
Federal food and drugs act by the 
Food, Drug and Insecticide Adminis- 
tration of the Department of Agricul- 
ture against all preparations repre- 
sented by label or by circular accom- 
panying the package as preventives 
or treatments of influenza, grip, 
pneumonia and related diseases. 


W. G. Campbell, director of regu- 
latory work of the department, in 
announcing this decision, declared 
that influenza ‘‘preventives’’ and 
“‘cures’’ were fraudulent. 

“There is a widespread and prob- 
ably a fully justified public appre- 
hension about influenza,’’ he said? 

“Some manufacturers have not 
hesitated to take advantage of this 
situation by advertising their prep- 
arations in every available quarter 
as preventives or cures for the dis- 
ease. Unfortunately the food and 
drugs act does not reach false ad- 
vertisement statements appearing in 
the press, or in any advertising 
medium not included with the pack- 
age of the preparation itself. 

‘The food and drug enforcing au- 
thorities are, therefore, powerless to 
eheck such misleading advertising, 
serious as the consequences may be 
in the case of those who are led to 
depend on such ineffective products 
and neglect the hygienic precautions 
public health au- 
thorities, such as isolation, rest, 
sleep, diet and proper ventilation. 

“Tt is a fact generally accepted by 
medical authorities, based on world- 
wide medical experience, that there 
is no known drug or combination of 
drugs which will prevent or cure 
influenza. Products labeled as effec- 
tive for this purpose will unhesitat- 
ingly be classed as msibranded with- 
in the meaning of the food and 
drugs act and treated accordingly.

“The airplane will do away with 
the old difficulty of communication 
between the United States and South 
America,’’ Mr. Irwin said, ‘‘and a 
speedy air service between the Amer- 
ican continents will be one thing re- 
sulting from Mr. Hoover’s trip 
South. I expect to see seventy-four- 


jhour service between Washington 


and Buenos Aires in a very few 
years, if not even months.” 

Lima, he explained, was in an al- 
most direct line from Washington, 
and could be reached in thirty-six 
hours by air. Mail would probably 
hav? to go by rail from Peru to 
Santiago, because flying across the 
Andes was not yet practicable, he 
added, but the rest of the trip could 
be made by plane.

The State Bar Association at its 
fifty-second annual meeting yester- 
day in the Bar Association Building 
unanimously adopted a resolution au-| 
thorizing its executive committee to 
establish a bureau in Albany for a| 
survey looking toward better admin- 
istration of justice in the State. This 
bureau will handle complaints by} 
laymen and lawyers to the law’s de- 
lays and other evils. 

This action followed the annual | 
address by the president, William C. | 
Breed of New York, who advocated | 
immediate steps to determine where 
the administration of justice breaks 
down and to effect remedies. About 
500 attended the meeting. 

Mr. Breed said the bar of the State 
“cannot wipe away facts,” but must | 
face them sooner or later to meet) 
the obligations to the public imposed | 
upon it by its constitution. If the! 
bar does not meet public criticism, 
he warned, laymen might take the 
matter into their own hands. 

“It is up to a modern and educated 
bar and not to laymen,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘to see that the machinery for 
the ascertainment of justice and the 
methods of promptly obtaining it are 
not cumbersome or antiquated, but 
are adapted to the needs and de- 
mands of the present age."’ 


Delay Is Called Chief Evil. 


Mr. Breed recommended the estab- 
lishment of an agency by the State 
Ber to which a layman or lawyer 
could appeal or complain in legal 
matters with assurance that proper 
consideration and action would be 
taken. Such a move, he argued, 
would help show the public that the 
lawyers of the State were interested | 
in finding remedies for criticisms 
and complaints. He emphasized the | 
law’s delays as the chief evil of 
which the public and press complain. 

‘Statistics show,’’ he went on, 


“that in the Federal courts of this! 
district, on the equity side, the cal- 
endars are at least two years behind; 
on the admiralty side, three years; 
that in the Supreme Court, New 
York County, the average time of 
reaching a case for trial is approxi- 
mately two years; that in other sec- 
tions of the State, particularly the 
more populous centres, delays in 
reaching a trial average from one to 
two years. This amounts in mary 
cases to a denial of justice, and it 
is one of the problems, perhaps the 
chief one, with which this associa- 
tion should concern itself.”’ 

Mr. Breed explained that the Al- 
bany bureau should not be regarded 
as a grievance committee, but as a 
clearing house for the ascertainment 
of facts, information and suggestion, 
and for cooperation with the courts 
He believed that the bureau’s survey 
would result in a decision to estab- 
lish a “Judicial Council,’”’ with broad 
authority and the financial support 
of the State, as the best method of 
working out remedies for many of 
the present evils. 

In making the survey, he went on, 
the best talent in the State 
be employed, and cooperation should 
be sought from business and public 


organizations, all of which are vitally | 


interested and some of which have 
studied the questions involved. These 
bodies, he said, would help tocreate 
and crystallize public opinion neces- 
Sary to obtain judicial or legislative 
action. 


Warns That Bar Is on Trial. 

“Any hesitation at this critical 
time in our history,’”’ he continued, 
“any further inertia, means loss of 
prestige to our profession; and, 
worse than that, loss of our own per- 
sonal self-respect. The bar and our 
profession at large, which includes 
the bench, are in a sense on trial. 
The public is openly accusing us of 
avoidance of responsibility. We can- 
not allow such a charge to go un- 
answered. The time has come when 
we must act in our own defense and 
be worthy of the great privilege and 
franchise which has been conferred 
upon us by the State. We must be 
worthy not only intellectually, but 
worthy in character and in action.”

ROBERTS FOR TRIAL REFORM. 


Federal Prosecutor in Oil Cases 


Urges Many Court Changes. 
Speaking at a special meeting of 
the State Bar Association in the 
Hotel Astor last night, Owen J. Rob- | 
erts of Philadelphia, the govern- 
ment’s special counsel in the oil | 


prosecutions and a trial lawyer of! 
wide experience, advocated drastic 
reforms in trial proceedure, espe- 
cially in criminal law. His address, 
was regarded as supporting the ap-| 
peal made at the day meeting of the) 
association by William C. Breed, 
president of the State bar, which re-| 
sulted in the adoption of a resolu-| 
tion for a survey aimed at improving } 
the administration of justice. 

Mr. Roberts asserted that the 
American bar had been very slow to 
urge reforms. He said American 
lawyers had been too much inclined 
to ask Legislatures to make laws 
governing the rules of litigation; 
whereas we should follow the exam- 
ple of Great Britain by placing the 
power to lay down rules in the hands 
of the highest court in the State or 
of a judicial council made up of 
judges and lawyers. 

In modernizing criminal proceed- 
ure, he expressed sympathy with the 
proposal to abolish the grand jury 
and put the initiation of criminal 
prosecutions in the hands of prose- 
cutors. This he thought would cut 
down expense, hardship and injus- 
tice and would speed up the admin- 
istration of the law. 

Te also favored trying the experi- 
ment of deciding criminal cases by a 
vote of nine jurors of the petty jury 
instead of by the unanimous vote of 
twelve jurors, because ‘‘one of the 
worst troubles we have had in 
America is hung juries in criminal 
cases,’ which, he said, ‘have been a 
good deal of detriment to the proper 
enforcement of criminal law.”’ 

Mr. Moberts suggested that misde- 
meanors, as opposed to serious of- 
fenses, be tried without indictment 
before a jury of six persons in an 
inferior court. This, he said, would 
avoid the present crowding of su- 
perior courts with misdemeanors. He 
also approved the plan to permit 
a defendant to waive his right to 
jury trial and be tried before a judge 
without a jury to speed up the courts. 

He criticized as antiquated various 
provisions in the present criminal 
practice, including the presumption 
of innocence of the defendant in a 
criminal case, prohibition of 
comment by the prosecution against 
the defendant’s failure to take the 
witness stand, and the doctrine of 
reasonable doubt. 

Mr. Roberts also said the appellate 
courts shoul be more strict in

speed wp the decision of appeals to 
gain the psychological effect of | 
prompt jail sentences upon the crim- 
inal world.

Dickinson said of the report from 
Philadelphia experiments: 

“There may be a saving for the 
Mitten Company in the use of fuel 
oil instead of gasoline, but the argu- 
ment for the general adoption of such 
engines is based on the present prices 
of oil and gasoline If the use of 
fuel oil became widespread, the de- 
mand for it would naturally raise its 
price until it would cost as much as 
gasoline. Fuel oil engines would be 
no cheaper than gasoline engines 
then. 

“Gasoline is

can crack oil cheaply now that 
it hardly pays to develop an auto- 
mobile engine that will do this work.

Question of Flexibility. 


| It was C, B. Veal, research engi- 
ineer of the Society of Automotive 
| Engineers, who pointed out that the 
Mitten buses were electrically driven

“In the Mitten buses,”’ 
“the engine merely generates the 
electricity which drives the bus. The 
oil-burning engine is less flexible as 
to variation in speed than the gaso- 
line engine.

“The only thing that will stop car- 
bon monoxide is complete combus- 
tion, and this is not attainable,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Even in factories where it is 
possible to install elaborate para- 
phernalia to aclcomplish complete 
combustion, they can only approach 
the ideal. Combustion is not com-| 
jlete and carbon monoxide comes 
off 
“The danger from carbon monoxide 
is greatly exaggerated, anyhow. If 
a mechanic in a garage gets under 
a car while the engine is running} 
and puts his face near the exhaust, | 
the carbon monoxide will get him, 
but the mechanic who does this is 
a fool , j 
“So far as the general public goes, | 
there is no danger from the carbon 
monoxide that comes from automo- 
biles on the street. We have made 
tests in streets where automobile 
traffic is most dense, and have found 
that the carbon monoxide in the air 
is negligible. Incidentally, the re- 
cent recommendation that cars be 
equipped to emit exhaust gases 
through the roof would make mat- 
ters worse. Carbon monoxide is 
If it were thrown 
out of automobiles above people's | 
heads, therefore, it would pass their 
nostrils in settling to the ground. As 
it is, the gas is thrown off through 
exhaust pipes very near the ground. 
That is the best way.’’ 

Oil Producer Discusses Costs. 

Neil McCoul, engineer of the Texas 
Company, a member of the society, 
also expressed disbelief in the gen- 
eral adoption of the engine burning 
He said that his company 
and other large oil companies, had 
stopped selling fuel oil. 

“When the by- 
products he said, 
‘‘we can refine crude oil into gaso- 
lene so cheaply that it doesn’t pay us 
original product. It is | 
principally the smaller companies} 
that sell fuel oil because the initial | 
cost of the refining equipment ts so 
high they cannot afford to install it. 
“This initial cost does not bother 
the larger companies, because they 
much gasoline and so many 
by-products that it soon is paid for} 
by-profits.”’ 

Fuel oil, it was explained, is the 
first product that results from refin- 
ing oil as it comes out of the ground. 
Gasoline, lubricating oils and other 
more refined products are produced 
from it Years ago, when this con- 
tinuation of the original refining 
process was more expensive than| 
now, fuel oil was a great deal} 
cheaper than gasoline and its other 
products 
The general opinion among the en-| 
gineers here, however, is that im- 
provements in the refining process, | 
coupled with modern quantity pro-| 
duction have largely wiped out this | 
disparity.

| ball Club, died today at Georgetown 
University as a result of a fall. 


| Mr. Seanlon, a lifelong resident of 
Washington, was born here on Oct. 
24, 1847. While still a youth he en- 
| listed in the Union Army, serving 
in the commissary department 
| throughout the Civil War. 

| With the advent of baseball follow- 
ing the close of hostilities, Mr. Scan- 
lon was one of the first to take an 
active interest in the game here. He 
assisted in organizing the Cratun 
Club team, one of the first in the 
city, and for a number of years was 
its manager. 

In 1876 he took over the Nationals, 
| forerunner of the present day Amer- 
ican League team. He managed this 
team, which he claimed did more to 
aid baseball in gaining a foothold in 
| the United States than any other or- 
ganization. He is the last survivor of 
;this famous team, which included 
Arthur Pue Gorman, former Senator 
|from Maryland; Billie Williams, 
| Harry Burthrong, Hodges, Parker, 

McLean, Schmidt, Robinson and

The Ten-Man Nine. 


John Heydler’s plan to have an extra man in the 
baseball line-up to hit for the pitcher Is being taken 
up from time to time as ‘‘unfinished business.’’ Most 
of the fans want to see its finish, and as quickly as 
possible. 

Contrary to the state of affairs in hockey, baseball 
is now a game in which the attack is emphasized. 
The lively ball brought that about. The Heydler argu- 
ment is that the fans like long hitting, and therefore 
they should be given more of it. Gate receipts went 
up as the lively ball came in, and the extra-base hits 
bounced around the outfield or over the fences. 

The first objection is that adding an extra man is 
a radical change in the game, and there is always an 
objection to a radical change in a popular game. 

Moreover, quite a few fans think that the attack has 
gone far enough in baseball, if not too far. They 
would be in favor of more protection for the pitcher 
and less advantage to the batsman. Too many scores 
run up into double figures in the course of the season. 


The Real Objection. 


But probably the real objection lies elsewhere. With 
the ten-man idea and a duly delegated batter to hit 
for the pitcher, there would be an end to the develop- 
ment of good, bad or mediocre pitchers into fine hit- 
ters at other positions. 

The first example that comes to mind, of course, is 
Babe Ruth. If the ten-man idea had been in vogue 
when Ruth broke in as a pitcher, the Babe never 
would have blossomed out as the greatest long-distance 
hitter the game ever knew. It would have made quite 
a difference in the gate receipts of both leagues for 
the last decade. 

There were others beside the Babe. Tony Kaufmann, 
recently acquired by the Giants, was tried out as a 
pitcher by two big league clubs, but McGraw has hired 
him as a hard-hitting outfielder. Lefty O’Doul, who 
played the outfield for the Giants last year, was a 
pitcher for years. 

Smoky Joe Wood, now coaching at Yale, was a great 
pitcher for Boston and later a good hitter and out- 
fielder for Cleveland. Cy Seymour, once famous Giant 
outfielder, started in as a pilcher. Red Lucas is not 
only the pitching ace of the Cincinnati Reds but also 
one of the best pinch-hitters in either league. Carl 
Mays was frequently used as a pinch-hitter by the 
Yankees and so was Joe Bush. On account of his hit- 
ting, Reb Russell stayed in the big league as an out- 
fielder long after his pitching days were over. 

The list could be continued indefinitely. If these 
men never had a chance to hit, the game would have 
been the loser. No matter how futile they may be 
with the bat, all pitchers like to go up there and take 
a cut at the bal). If the Heydler suggestion is adopted, 
another difficulty will arise. Nobody will want to be 
a pitcher.

HOLDS ZONES RESTRICTED 


Others Have Idle Channels and 
Small Stations in South and West 
Are Shut Down, He Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Attack- 
ing the Davis ‘‘equal allocation’”’ 
amendment of the radio act before 
the House Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee today, O. H. Caldwell of the Ra- 
dio Commission told why he thought 
the Davis plan was incapable of 
equitable operation. 


‘“‘The Davis amendment,”’ said Mr. | 
Caldwell, ‘‘does not equalize radio re- | 


ception to the listeners, which 
should be the true end sought. Mere- 
ly making stations proportional to 
population will not accomplish equal- 
ization of reception. That is a tech- 
nical problem for engineering 
study.”’ 

The Davis amendment, Mr. Cald- 
well declared, favors the cities as 
|against the farmers of the country. 

“In fact,’’ he said, ‘‘the Davis 
principle applied to large centres of 
|; population secures excessive radio 
reception for city dwellers, while 
providing minimum reception for 
farmers and scattered populations 

“It prevents hundreds of towns 
and communities in the South and 


| West from having local 100-watt sta- | 
tions. The laws of nature would | 


permit many more such local 100-watt 
| stations in the third, fourthand fifth 
|; zones, without any conceivable inter- 
| ference, but under the Davis amend- 
'ment the number of such small sta- 
tions in those zones is artificially 
restricted to the very limited num- 
ber which can be operated satisfac- 
|torily in the geographically small 
| ‘first zone,’ which has about one- 
fifteenth the area of the fifth zone. 

‘“‘Requiring equality between zones 
causes wavelength to stand empty 
and idle in Zone 5 on the Pacific 
Coast, while on adjoining channels 
Pacific Coast stations are doubled 
up, ruinously dividing time,’’ the 
Commissioner said 

“The Davis amendment,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘has deprived enterprising 
communities and enterprising station 
owners of the use of their radio facil- 
ities while transferring wavelengths 
and other facilities to regions which 
are not yet radio developed and only 
a small part of whose populations 
have radio receiving sets. 

“From a radio standpoint, zones 
are improperly specified in the Davis 
|} admendment. The close geographical 
positioning of Zones 1 and 2 puts 
limits on the duplication of fre- 
quencies between these two zones, 
and then the equalizing principle ap- 
plies this artificial limit to the other 
zones which have vast areas. 

“‘Under the application of the zon- 
ing in the Davis admendment, Texas 
is allowed less than one-half the 
number of wavelengths to which 
California is entitled. Yet Texas is 
larger than California in both popu- 
lation and area.’’

NEXT STEPS IN REPARATION. 


Selection of two such men as J. P. 
MORGAN and OWEN YouNG for Amer- 
ican members of the expert commis- 
gion to put German reparation pay- 
ments on a new basis is itself a 
sufficient measure of the high im- 
portance of this undertaking. It has 
been called the greatest single prob- 
lem now before the world. In it are 
involved not only critical interna- 
tional relations but immense factors 
in the trade and finance of future 
years. By the new settlement at 
which it is hoped to arrive, peace 
may be either solidified or imperiled. 
By it may also be determined the 
flow of commerce, the rate of ex- 
change and conditions of labor in 
various parts of the world. 

Thoughts and convictions like these 
must have been in the mind of Mr. 
GOODENOUGH, chairman of Barclays 
Bank in London, who on Thursday 
gpoke of the proposal to revise the 
Dawes plan as one which could not 
fail deeply to affect international 
trade and finance. To his mind it 
will be a great advantage to other 
nations if the total and the annui- 
ties of German reparations be fixed 
at “a moderate figure.” This would 
be, in his judgment, the best and 
wisest way in which to clear up the 
whole uncertainty of the business 
and to avoid forcing Germany into 
a severe industrial competition with 
other countries, involving a low 
standard of living for German work- 
ingmen, with consequent discontent 
and political unrest. Mr. GOODENOUGH 
also made it clear that he expects 
a final issue of bonds, to be taken 
up by private investors, in order to 
commercialize the whole debt and do 
away with the inevitable friction 
arising from long-continued pay- 

ments of war indemnities by one 
government direct to others. 

All this hints at the great task 
which Messrs. YOUNG and MORGAN 
are to attempt. To it they will bring 
special competence and an enviable 
prestige. It is not to be supposed 
that either of them would have con- 
sented to act except as they felt it 
an opportunity and an appeal to do 
an urgent public service. In the case 
of neither of them could any other 
motive have come into play. They 
are willing to make heavy sacrifices 
in order to do this work. It is an 
international service, but let no one 
forget that it is also national. A 
patriotic impulse must lie behind the 
acceptance by Mr. MORGAN and Mr. 
YOUNG. They are not appointed or 
summoned by their own government, 
but are chosen with its passive ap- 
proval. The roundabout convention- 
alities have been followed, in order 
to save the delicate sensibilities of 
the authorities at Washington; yet 
everybody knows that these Ameri- 
can experts have been invited be- 
cause they were Americans and 
because American interests, no mat- 
ter what Congress and the adminis- 
tration may say, are closely wrapped 
up in the whole question of German 
reparations. 

This is so partly for the reasons 
which affect all the nations, as ex- 
plained by the London banker. But 
there is a separate and peculiar 
eause for the involvement of the 
United States. We hold the obliga- 
tions of foreign governments for war 
debts which cannot be disentangled, 
in fact, whatever the theory may be, 
from German reparation payments. 
That they should be arranged and 
ordered and guaranteed so as to rid 
the United States of even the ap- 


pearance of being the single hard- 


‘hearted creditor demanding the ut-|

termost farthing is plainly of vital 
concern to this country. No one can 
be more fully aware of this fact 
than the two men who are to rep- 
resent this country, though “ unof- 
ficially,” on the committee of ex- 


perts. The first step will naturally 
be to agree upon the total sum 
which Germany is to pay, and the} 
number of annuities by which this 
amount will be liquidated. With 
these figures in hand it will be easy 
to estimate the present value of a) 
debt so computed. Then will come 
the question of floating a loan to 
carry and extinguish the whole of it. 
That plan the experts may propose, 
but it will be for the American ad- 


.ministration and the American Con- 


gress to decide. 


THE MAYORALTY. 

With the Mayoralty campaign 
only a few months off, rumblings of 
local politics are beginning to be 
heard. Activities at City Hall have 
been keyed to a new pitch. Excur- 
sions have been made to Albany by 
both parties in the interest of legis- | 
lation to strengthen their hands. 
Thursday night the New York Coun- 
ty Republican Committee met and 
fired the traditional “opening gun.” 
Republican voters are to be “ edu- 
cated” in the shortcomings of the 
WALKER administration. Mr. BUL- 
LOCK of the party’s City Affairs Bu- | 
reau has been given the task of pre- 
paring the necessary primer. 

No Republican can be so sanguine 
as to suppose that it will be easy to 
overthrow the present administra- 
tion. The party enrolment in New 
York is two to one in favor of the 
Democrats. WALKER is a popular 
Mayor. Mr. KOENIG will welcome 
aid from outside; he announced that 
it would be the party’s policy to “ co- 
“operate with all groups and all 
“classes of citizens” interested in 
“the restitution of an effective, 
“orderly, economical and 
“ government.” 

He and his associates have some 
factors in their favor. There is a 
Republican administration at Wash- 
ington. Women members of the 
party seem especially to be filled 
with zeal. Republican women in; 
New York seem to take to politics 
more enthusiastically than Demo- 
cratic women. There are flaws, too, 
in the WALKER armor, and the Re- 
publicans will search them out. They 
will turn sewer scandals and street- 
cleaning graft to such account as 
they may. Mounting debts, swollen 
budgets and the failure of Mayor 
WALKER and his associates to grap- 
ple with many of the major prob- 
lems that confront them offer 
plenty of opportunities for “‘ educa- 
tion.” During the next few months 
the administration will be watched 
more closely than ever, not only by 
the politicians of the opposing party 
but by the people, who know that 
they will soon be called on to pass 
judgment on the record of the last 
four years.

Those who do not own land may 
obtain camp sites only under special 
permits and restrictions from the 
government. The few landowners 
within the parks have the special 
privilege of building such permanent 
homes as they deem appropriate. 
The provision that the present own- 
ers may continue to occupy the 
sites which the government acquires 
would still leave them advantages 
which others do not have. But it 
would insure the ultimate abolition 
of special favors in parks created 
for the benefit of the many. 

Reports from the Yosemite Na- 
tional Park indicate that the iumber 
companies, which had halted their 
cutting operations on their lands 
within the park boundaries, are 
ready to begin again. One of the 
principal purposes of the measure to 
which Senator WALSH objects is to 
facilitate the immediate acquisition 
of these lands. Realizing this, the 
Senator has suggested that Glacier 
National Park be exempted from the 
operation of the clause empowering 
the government to use condemnation 
proceedings in order to acquire pri- 
vate lands. While advantageous to 
landowners within Glacier Park, this | 
would manifestly be unfair to pri- 
vate holders of land in other parks.

Bankers expressed great interest in 
the sale of Pennsylvania stock in 
gs manner following as it did the 
recent distribution by National City 
Company of 200,000 shares of Balti- 
ore Ohio common stock and 
some time ago of Southern Railway 
common shares. The stock yester- 
day reached a new high of 82% in 
heavy trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange and closed at 81%4, 
with a met gain of *% point on the 
. The new peak is the highest} 
for the stock in twenty-five years. 
The National City Company esti- 
mates that the 1928 earnings of the 
road, including equities representing 
contingent interest of stockholders 
in undistributed earnings of affili- 
ated and other companies, amounted 
to $8.40 a share, compared to present 
dividend requirements of $3.50 a 
share. The stock is of $50 par. Di- 
rect earnings of $7.20 a share are 
estimated for 1928. 
“In-so-far as valuation is con-| 
cerned,” the bankers said, ‘‘the 
Pennsylvania System is still a great 
distance from the point at which it 
would have recapturable earnings. It 
is estimated that in all probability 
Pennsylvania could earn approxi- 
mately $10 a share before it would 
reach the recapture point. 
“We estimate that on the basis of 
the socalled O'Fallon method used 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
gion in valuing all railroads, the le- 
ity of which is now being settled 
in the United States Supreme Court, 
the value of Pennsylvania’s property 
at the close of 1928 was equal to over 
$2,000,000,000, or about $850,000,000 in 
excess of its present capitalization. 
We estimate, therefore, that on the 
above O'Fallon basis, to which is 
added book value or other invest- 
ments not included in the valuation, 
the value for the stock now outstand- 


ing is eq to more than $135 a 
share.” 
No information was available at 


the National City Company as to 
whether or not the Pennsylvania 
plans to offer rights to its stockhol- 
ders this Summer, following the 
authorization of $100,000,000 addi- 
tional stock which will be voted upon 
by the stockholders at their annual 
meeting in April, nor whether an in- 
cre dividend is to be expected. 
Action. will depend wholly upon 
what is done at the annual meeting

LAST YEAR’S PACE 


Commercial Reviews Report 
Prompt Revival After Lell 
of Holiday Season. 


With the holiday jul! definitely past, 
industrial operations 


resumed their rate of late 1928 rather 
earlier than either wholesale or re- 
tail trade, according to the weekly 
reviews of business. The distributive 
branches have had to contend with 
sharp changes in weather in the 
last two weeks, but the reports as a 
whole are said nevertheless to be 
better than they were at this date 
one and two years ago. The ferrous 
metal trades are placed easily first 
in the improvement, with steel-mak- 
Ing registering a further slight gain 
over the high scale of activity at- 
tained at the close of 1928. 

Few notable changes have occurred 
in business so far this year, the 
reviews report, but stability is one 
of the most prominent character- 
istics of the situation. Changes in 
commodity prices have been rather 
more numerous and in the buyer's 
favor, yet actual unsettlement has 
rarely appeared. Existing conditions 
of supply and demand are believed 
to preclude any generally disturbing 
movements in wholesale channels 

Bradstreet’s review reads in part: 

‘“‘Wholesale trade has shown fair 
progress, with fill-in business nat- 
urally less marked than is 
ng, which has expanded, espe- 
ally in shoes and some lines of tex- 
tiles, the former as the result of

more deliberate opening up of the 
dry goods trades is partly a result of 
weather conditions.
